The 6 per cent hike, retroactive 
to Sept. 1, will cost the district 
approximately $300.600. reported 
Supt.

New Team May Save 
University At Berkeley 


University of California may have 
“Finally found a Berkeley chance Hot' 
who can save the institution. 
And the chancellor is making use of 
a right-hand man who was there all the 
time, ready and willing to enforce the 
rules but lacking support when he 
tried to do so. 
Chancellor Roger Heyns has at last 
drawn the line and said. ‘‘This is where 
revolt must stop!" 
He has announced that those ar­ 
rested in the Moses Hall sit-in. and 
perhaps some of those who tried to 
seize Sproul Hall and others who 
demonstrated outside the buildings, 
are up for expulsion from the universi­ 
ty. 
And the man who will carry the case 
for expulsion is Dean of Students 
Arleigh Williams, who has not lost the 
toughness that made him an alltime U, 
C. football great as the Golden Bears 
captain and quarterback in 1934. 


IT IS NOT at all surprising that 
Chancellor 
Heyns* 
tough 
line 
im­ 
mediately brought protests and strike 
calls from students and condemnation 
from a segment of the faculty. That it 
would do so was a foregone conclusion. 
The spoiled child who has always won 
his way by screaming is bound to yell 
all the louder when dad ignores the 
screams and applies the hickory. 
But Chancellor Heyns and Dean 
Williams look 
like a 
strong com­ 
bination. And whatever the howls 
from minorities of student body and 
faculty, they may be sure of majority 
support both on and off the campus. 


ROGER HEYNS is a newcomer to 
the scene; but many in Marin know 
Arleigh Williams. He was a longtime 
Fairfax resident and was dean of 
students at College of Marin before 
returning to his alma mater as director 
of student activities in 1957. He was 
made dean of men two years later, and 
dean of students in the upheaval that 
followed the Free Speech Movement

riots and the Sproul Hall sit-in of 1964. 
He showed his mettle promptly — 
and as promptly had the ground cut 
from under him by a wishy-washy ad­ 
ministration. 
In 
March. 
1965. 
he 
ordered three students who took part 
in the “filthy speech movement” that 
month to appear before a special 
disciplinary committee to face possible 
dismissal. 
But 
Chancellor 
Martin 
Myerson dissolved the committee. One 
student, however, eventually was ex­ 
pelled. 


The same month, Myerson banned 
from campus sale an indecent paper 
called “Spider** and a pornographic 
play. But when Williams tried to en­ 
force the ban. Myerson pulled its teeth 
with a set of provisos. 


THIS TIME. Williams has behind 
him a different kind of chancellor. 
Heyns 
has 
declared 
that 
building 
seizures, 
property 
destruction 
and 
other disruption 
of the 
university 
“justifies the most severe disciplinary 
action.” 
That means expulsion. 
It has taken a long time for the 
showdown at U. C. to come, but it 
looks like it may finally be here. It had 
to come soon or the once-proud state 
university would have ceased to func­ 
tion as a center of learning.

Undecipherable Richard Nixon £ 


— Is He A Dual Personality? 


CAMPAIGNING WITH NIX­ 
ON — One of the afflictions of 
a presidential candidate is a 
horde 
of 
reporters 
w h o 
between stints of telling the 
news — too often thin and 
repetitious — spend their' time 
psychoanalyzing the man at 
the center of the stage. Both in 
conversation 
and 
in 
print 
Richard Nixon has had more 
than his share of his time on 
the amateurs’ couch. 
He is a complex man. That 
is. surely one reason so many 
thousands of words have been 
spilled in print 'and on the air 
over what his true nature is. 
Many of toe analysts fall back 
on the old Nixon, the new Nix­ 
on. the old style, the new style, 
while others frankly confess 
their inability to find toe real 
man. It is a synthetic product 
manufactured out of toe new 
electronic and c o m p u t e r 
techniques, the h a r s h e s t 
analysts conclude. 


HERE IN ALL modesty is 
another two-bit analysis of the 
Republican 
candidate 
w h o 
seems so likely to be the next 
President of the United States. 
There are two essential Nixons 
and there have been from, the 
beginning of his career. The 
difficulty in reconciling these 
two disparate Nixons accounts 
for much of the bafflement and 
the word age on the myst erious 
complexities' of a complex in­ 
dividual. 
'The private Nixon .is the 
quiet Quaker, the introvert. 
This is the Nixon members of 
his staff talk about with ad­ 
miration for his thoughtful, 
analytical mind. They speak of 
the need for solitude of an 
essentially shy man. They find 
it pleasant to work for him. 
since he rarely if ever loses his 
temper and is almost always 
open, 
to 
suggestions 
a n d 
criticism. This is the Nixon 
few of us see. 


THE OTHER Nixon is the 
tough gut fighter in this wind­ 
up of a campaign that for him 
comes as the climax of years 
of work aid concentration. In 
his earlier campaigns, for the 
Senate in 1948 and as the 
hatchet, man for G e n e r a 1 
Eisenhower in 1952 and 1956. 
the weapon was communism. 
He used it with subtlety and 
skill. 
'This time it is crime and law 
and order. He is attacking 
Hubert 
Humphrey with the 
ruthlessness 
of 
the 
street 
fighter of past years He ac­ 
cuses 
Humphrey 
o f 
en­ 
couraging crime and violence 
and supporting the courts that 
free confessed, murderers and 
rapists. It sends the crowd, for 
the most part partisan and 
highly organized, turning out 
for him. 
You can almost see him rev­ 
ving himself up to the pitch of 
the other Nixon. If it is alien to 
the private Nixon, the Nixon of 


thoughtful solitude, the Quaker 
who speaks movingly of -his 
Quaker mother and howlfie 
sold the pies she made to earn 
his first money, that is a 
secret beyond the amateurs. 
The disciplined, surface rarely 
breaks as it did after his 
defeat in the governorship race 
in California in 1962. 


ONE OF THE words bandied 
about 
by 
the 
a m a t e u r 
psychologists following in the 
candidate’s wake is. insecurity. 
Nixon is plagued by insecurity. 
That is the verdict in toe glib 
jargon of the analysts who 
dissect endlessly the public 
conduct of toe candidate. 
He shows his insecurity, .so 
the 
analysis 
goes, 
w h e n 
hecklers 'try to drown him out. 
He tenses up, his voice rises, 
his smile is replaced by - a 
stern, determined look. This Is. 
of course, the critical point in 
a career that has had. more 
ups and down than a roller 
coaster, 
and 
it 
would 
Jbe 
surprising if he didn't fee! a 
certain insecurity and tension. 
The relationship b e t w e e n 
Nixon and the working press — 
the gaggle of dissectors who in 
record numbers are following 
the seeming winner this time 
— has from his earliest cam­ 
paigns been a source of con­ 
troversy. Letters from NixOn 
partisans bum with indignation 
— you’re unfair, you’re prej­ 
udiced, you’re a l i be r a l , 
you’re 
a 
Communist. 
Why 
can’t you recognize a great 
man? 
As one traveling reporter has 
sampled it. the same condition 
prevails today. The working 
press finds it easy to dislike 
Nixon They see not the private 
Nixon but the tough fighter 
who turns it up higher and 
higher as E-Day draws near 
Demagogue 
is 
one 
of 
the 
gentlest terms applied to the 
public Nixon in this climactic 
phase. 


THIS WOULD be sin.gul.arly 
unimportant, 
since 
m o*s t 
reporters try hard to keep 
their prejudices out of their 
work if it were not for one 
thing. To some degree the 
prejudice reflects opinion in 
toe country. While the Nixon 
organization delivers with ex­ 
traordinary efficiency, Nixon 
the man has a limited appeal. 
Does. he. in John Gardner's ■ 
phrase, have “communicdbfje 
warmth”? 
The answer may not be Im­ 
portant for the outcome of toe 
election.. Many voters wanting 
a change will vote for Nixon 
because they believe he can 
find a wra.y out of toe present 
sea of troubles. Hope rather 
than 
faith 
or 
any 
strohg 
personal attraction puis them 
in the Nixon corner. 
Rut Nixon knows that com­ 
municable warmth can be vital 
to the enormous task he faces 
if he becomes President.,

“Does the President of the 
United, States, realize this?” 
“At the beginning the Presi­ 
dent had his guard up against 
the peace-mongers, but as time 
went on he was under so much 
pressure from special interest 
groups who have more to' gain, 
from peace than war that he 
started giving in, against the 
best advice of the military.

William L. Yancey, who went 
with him for purposes of re­ 
search, describes the case as 
extreme, but says that it never­ 
theless illustrates how severe 
is the economic stress that low­ 
er-class black men must endure. 
Typically, guch stress causes 
black families to .split, since 
only the mother has access to 
steady, if small, income, by way 
of welfare. And she, in most 
jurisdictions, cannot receive wel­ 
fare if there is a man in the 
house. Even if he should even­ 
tually find employment, the re-

Constant or sporadic unem­ 
ployment of ghetto men helps 
maintain a matriarchy in about 
s one-fourth, of the nation's Negro 
| families. 
Although this fact is not new, 
its importance has been obscur­ 
ed by descriptions of the black 
matriarchy as rick or deviant 
— a contributor to social disin­ 
tegration, delinquency and male 
emasculation. 
Almost all of these studies 
have viewed ghetto society 
through white, middle-class eyes. 
The results, many Negroes feel, 
are inevitably distorted, finding 
sickness in healthy reactions to 
a bad situation. 
Thus, Danial Moynihan, in. his 
1965 report on the Negro family 
— which angered black profes­ 
sionals and social scientists — 
wrote: “The evidence . . . is 
that the Negro family in the 
urban ghetto is crumbling, A 
middle-class group has managed 
to save itself, but for vast num­ 
bers of the unskilled, poorly 
educated city working class, the 
fabric of conventional social re­ 
lationships has all but disinte­ 
grated. ’ 
Moynihan measured ghetto 
life with a white middle-class 
yardstick; he failed to recog­ 
nize that the fatherless, broken 
homes he saw might be an 
adaptation to poverty with in- ¡ 
trinsic strength of their own. j 
The family is often an extended | 
one, including grandmothers .and. | 
aunts as well as children; it j 
may be viewed as a source of; 
social cohesion, rather than dis- i 
integration. 
“Many social scientists have 
misled the public by describing 
Negro families as pathological,” 
says Dr. Joyce Ladner, a black 
sociologist at Washington Uni­ 
versity. “Too often they fail to 
find its strengths.” 
Adds. Dr. Yancey: “The broken 
family in the ghetto is a very 
stable form, more viable than 
a complete family. Men end up 
in jobs that are highly unstable, 
so the father-headed family is 
in a. perpetual financial crisis. 
Without economic stability, the 
male head is of relatively little 
use to the female in the family 


and may be lived without.” 
As graduate students at Wash­ 
ington 'University. Drs. Yancey 
and Ladner participated in a 
large-scale study of the urban 
poor, both black and white. 
Headed by Dr, Lee Rainwater, 
the project has, over a five-year 
period, included more than a 
dozen researchers. They have 
lived with families in the areas 
under study to find an inside 
perspective, then surveyed the 
populations on attitudes, values 
and life styles. 
From that vantage point, Dr. 
Yancey, now at Vanderbilt Uni­ 
versity in Nashville, is able to 
compare the effects of economic 
security on both black and white 
families. 
The white families were from 
the poorest white district in St. 
Louis, the Sou lard area. Yet 
men there had little trouble 
finding jobs compared to the 
situation faced by Negroes. Not 
surprisingly, there were far few­ 
er families headed by women 
in the Soulard district. 
For both races, the relation­ 
ship between the man’s income 
and his place in the family was 
strong. No family in the Soulard 
area was headed by a man with­ 
out a job or some income from 
disability. 
For black families living in St. 
Louis’ Pruitt-Igoe housing proj­ 
ect, the situation was very much 
the same. Washington Univer­ 
sity researchers saw men losing 
their jobs, watched tension de­ 
velop often to the point of mari­ 
tal separation, then back to 
check on the men who were still 
living with their families without 
a job. In every case, the man 
had received disability income 
and had a legitimate reason to 
be unemployed. 
If poor whites fall into eco­ 
nomic trouble, they can usually 
get out of it, which is one of the 
major differences between the 
races, says Dr. Yancey. The 
white man who gets mad at his 
foreman simply leaves and finds 
another job. If stress becomes 
too great, he can always leave 
the city and go home, which in 
the case of Soulard residents is 
usually the South. 
Dr. Yancey and his colleagues

MOSCOW (UPI) - “Do you 
notice? Always so much atten­ 
tion to the children.” 
It was one of the group of j 
U.S. women with whom F m : 
traveling in East Europe who 
made the comment during a 
visit to a kindergarten. 
Kindergarten in the USSR is a ¡ 
far cry, though, from kindergar-1 
ten in the USA, where the 
small set usually goes to school 
for half a day. The Soviet 
kindergartens 
t ake 
children 
from infancy on up to seven 
years, regular school enrollment 
age, and the children are fed, 
cared for and taught for 12 


hours each day. Some stay, 
overnight, seeing their working | 
parents only on weekends, or 
when parents are on vacation. 
For Russia’s kindergartens are 
run 12 months. 


The kindergarten 1 visited, one j 
rainy morning was in a new 
edge of Moscow. It had 300 
children, the youngest seven 
months, the eldest seven years. 


They were divided into groups 
by age, so that two-year-olds 
were with two-year-olds:, three- 
year-olds with three-year-olds, 
and so on. For each group there 
are two teachers and one nurse, 
the director of the school, Mrs. 
Maria Danilova, told me. And a 


doctor is part of the staff. 


When a child is brought to 
school by his parents at seven 
each mom ing. the nurses check 
him for sniffles or any other 
ailment before he joins his 
group. 


For this almost total care in a 
nation that, boasts of a total 
employment 
few 
wives 
are 
stay-at-homes, the parents pay 
¡ from five to 12 rubles a month, 
j approximately $5 to $12 USA. 
and the state picks up the rest 
of the tab.

value.” 
Margaret Azevedo, who mov­ 
ed to establish a Visual District, 
imposed 
limitations 
so 
that 
design review would apply only 
to 
preserve

natural 
features and not to such items 
as the color of a home or the 
n u m b e r 
of 
w i n d o w s . 
Agricultural buildings and signs 
would not be subject to design 
review even if they are within a 
Visual District. 
She was supported by Michael 
Praszker, Dr. William F. Upton 
and Chairman Hugh Dougherty. 
Niels Schultz Jr., Walter F.

and 
E u g e n e 
R. 
Trombley opposed.. 
The three dissenters declared 
\ that a Visual District is too 
nebulous and subject to personal 
opinions and arbitrary decision.

A call for a general strike 
brought mixed reactions — and 
plans for another mass meeting 
tonight in an effort to reach 
some 
decision 
on 
how 
to 
achieve action on a list of stu­ 
dent demands. 


The main issue on the 28.000- 
student campus is a controver­ 
sial course on racism featuring 
Black Panther leader Eldridge 
Cleaver. Nearly 200 persons, de­ 


manding that credit be given 
for the course, were arrested in 
two 
separate 
demonstrations 
last week. 
Student body president Charles 
Palmer. 
22. 
and 
Konstantin 
Berlandt. 22. editor of the cam­ 
pus daily newspaper, announced 
yesterday they were beginning 
a fast to 
re-establish commu­ 
nication’* with university ad­ 
ministrators. 
The strike plan was supported 
by about 80 per cent of about 
4,000 students at a noon rally 
yesterday. Some who opposed it 
organized 100 “talk sessions” 
on campus to discuss the con­ 
tinuing controversy with the 
board of regents. 


Students Drop Antiteacher 


; School Chief Angered 


SAN FRANCISCO <AP) - 
Polytechnic High School stu­ 
dents 
voted 
overwhelmingly 
yesterday to withdraw a demand 
that 20 of the school's 103 teach­ 
ers be fired. 
The 20 had signed a letter 
charging “pimping, prostitution 
and drugs'’ among the students, 
who last Friday demonstrated 
800 strong against the charges. 
The students also voted yester­ 
day to continue negotiations 
with the administration over 
other demands such as more 
black teachers and courses, ca­ 
feteria menus, and rehabilita­ 
tion of the auditorium. 
Meanwhile, city superintend­ 
ent of schools Robert I. Jenkins 
said any eruptions of violence 
would result in expulsion. 
He spoke yesterday in the 
wake of the Friday march. 
Saying a ■’small group” was 
to blame, Jenkins said: “We 
cannot permit further disorders 
in San Francisco.” 
Students not attending classes 
will be judged truant and called 
for appropriate disciplinary ac­ 
tion, he said. 
Non-students who incite pupils 
and threaten teachers will be 
apprehended and turned over 
to police. 
Officers, he added, will be 
called in whenever necessary 


to deal 
with 
marchers and 
demonstrators. 
“One of the first reponsibili- 
ties of our schools is the de­ 
velopment of good, citizenship.” 
Jenkins said. 
“This 
includes 
learning the difference between 
anarchy and responsible free­ 
dom. 
“Without the development of 
self discipline which in itself 
requires 
appropriate 
discipli­ 
nary action when necessary, our 
freedoms will become a mock­ 
ery.”

Olympics Over, So Track Feud Begins Again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
the passing of the Olympics has 
gone the short peace that pre­ 
vailed in the track feud between 
the nation’s colleges and the 
Amateur Athletic Union, and 
the war is on again. 
The U.S. Track and Field 
Federation, an arm of the col­ 
leges, has plans to sponsor as 
many as seven major indoor 
meets this winter in defiance of 
the AAU. 
Any college athlete running in 


an AAU meet is threatened with 
loss of the rest of his campus el­ 
igibility, starting this weekend. 
“Our stand has become more 
solidified than it has ever been 
before,” said USTFF President 
E. Wayne Cooley. 
The colleges had declared a 
truce last April in their long 
war with the AAU so the feud 
would not interfere with the 
Olympic Games in Mexico City. 
The truce runs out Thursday. 
The AAU has been the tradi­ 


tional governing body of open 
track meets in this country. But 
the colleges, which supply most 
of the athletes, argue that they 
have a responsibility to deter­ 
mine whether proper conditions 
are met for off-campus competi­ 
tion by their students. 
A two-year U.S. Senate effort 
to work out a compromise was 
spurned bv the National Collegi­ 
ate Athletic Association and the 
USTFF last spring because the 
proposed settlement would have 


left the AAU in control. 
The NCAA has announced 
that, effective Friday, any 
school sending athletes to an 
outside meet not certified 
through the USTFF will be pen­ 
alized. And the schools will be 
expected to strip the college eli­ 
gibility from any athlete com­ 
peting on his own in defiance of 
the NCAA ban. 
At the same time, the AAU 
long has threatened to take the 
international amateur eligibility 


away from any athlete who en­ 
ters an unapproved USTFF 
meet. 
Cooley, of Des Moines, Iowa, 
shrugged, “They have been 
throwing threats about idly for 
years. They threaten, but don’t 
do anything about it.” 
The USTFF is already head­ 
ing into a wide-ranging, major 
indoor track season. 
The college-backed organiza­ 
tion has scheduled the Astro­ 
dome Relays in Houston Jan 


24-25, plans a National Invita­ 
tional meet in Madison Square 
Garden in New York Feb. 7, will 
sanction the Herald-Examiner 
Track Classic in Los Angeles 
Feb. 15, and has slated its own 
National Indoor Championships 
for the Milwaukee Journal meet 
March 8. 
Cooley expressed confidence 
that the top athletes past the 
college stage will have to ignore 
the AAU and come to the 
USTFF 
“You’re only talking about a 


handful of athletes. They’ll want 
to go where the action is,” Cool­ 
ey said. 
A special Sports Arbitration 
Baord set up by the Senate in 
1965 and appointed by Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
failed to solve the fight earlier 
this year. 
Efforts by the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee to enforce a 
permanent 
peace 
dwindled _ 
away during the summer, but 
the issue could be revived when 
Congress returns in January.

New Team May Save 


University At Berkeley 


1'niversitv ot California may have 
finally found a Berkeley chancellor 
who can save the institution. 
And the chancellor is making use of 
a right-hand man who was there all the 
time, ready and willing to enforce the 
rules but lacking support when he 
tried to do so. 
Chancellor Roger Heyns has at last 
drawn the line and said. “This is where 
revolt must stop!' 
He has announced that those ar­ 
rested in the Moses Hall sit-in. and 
perhaps some of those who tried to 
seize Sproul 
Hall 
and 
others who 
demonstrated outside the buildings, 
are up for expulsion from the universi­ 
ty. 
And the man who will carry the case 
for expulsion 
is Dean of Students 
Arleigh Williams, who has not lost the 
toughness that made him an alltime VJ. 
C. football great as the Golden Bears' 
captain and quarterback in 1934. 


IT IS NOT at all surprising that 
Chancellor 
Hevns 
tough 
line 
im­ 
mediately brought protests and strike 
calls from students and condemnation 
from a segment of the faculty. That it 
would do so was a foregone conclusion. 
The spoiled child who has always won 
his way by screaming is bound to yell 
all the louder when dad ignores the 
screams and applies the hickory. 
But Chancellor Heyns and 
Dean 
Williams 
look 
like 
a 
strong 
com­ 
bination. 
And 
whatever 
the 
howls 
from minorities of student body and 
faculty, they may be sure of majority 
support both on and off the campus. 


ROGER HEVNS is a newcomer to 
the scene; but many in Marin know 
Arleigh Williams. He was a longtime 
Fairfax resident and 
was dean of 
students at College of Marin before 
returning to his alma mater as director 
of student activities in 1957. He was 
made dean of men two years later, and 
dean of students in the upheaval that 
followed the Free Speech Movement

riots and the Sproul Hall sit-in of 1964. 


He showed his mettle promptly — 
and as promptly had the ground cut 
from under him by a wishy-washy ad­ 
ministration. 
In 
March. 
1965, 
he 
ordered three students who took part 
in the “filthy speech movement" that 
month 
to appear before a 
special 
disciplinary committee to face possible 
dismissal. 
But 
Chancellor 
Martin 
Myerson dissolved the committee. One 
student, however, eventually was ex­ 
pelled. 


The same month, Myerson banned 
from campus sale an indecent paper 
called “Spider 
and a pornographic 
play. But when Williams tried to en­ 
force the ban. Myerson pulled its teeth 
with a set of provisos. 


THIS TIME. Williams has behind 
him a different kind of chancellor. 
Heyns 
has 
declared 
that 
building 
seizures, 
property 
destruction 
and 
other 
disruption 
of 
the 
university 
“justifies the most severe disciplinary 
action." 


That means expulsion. 
It has taken a long time for the 
showdown at U. C. to come, but it 
looks like it may finally be here. It had 
to come soon or the once-proud state 
university would have ceased to func­ 
tion as a center of learning.

CAMPAIGNING WITH NIX­ 
ON — One of the afflictions of 
a presidential candidate is a 
horde 
of 
reporters 
w h o 
between stints of telling the 
news — too often thin and 
repetitious — spend their time 
psychoanalyzing the man at 
the center of the stage. Both in 
conversation 
and 
in 
print 
Richard Nixon has had more 
than his share of his time on 
the am ateurs' couch. 
He is a complex man. That 
is surely one reason so many 
thousands of words have been 
spilled in print and on the air 
over what his true nature is 
Many of the analysts fall back 
on the old Nixon, the new Nix­ 
on. the old style, the new style, 
while others frankly confess 
their inability to find the real 
man. It is a synthetic product 
manufactured out of the new 
electronic and c o m p u t e r 
techniques, 
the h a r s h e s t 
analysts conclude 


HERE IN ALL modesty is 
another two-bit analysis of the 
Republican 
candidate 
w h o 
seems so likely to be the next 
President of the United States. 
There are two essential Nixons 
and there have been from the 
beginning of his career. The 
difficulty in reconciling these 
two disparate Nixons accounts 
for much of the bafflement and 
the word age on the mysterious 
complexities of a complex in­ 
dividual. 
The private Nixon is the 
quiet Quaker, the introvert. 
'Thus is the Nixon members of 
his staff talk about with ad­ 
miration for his thoughtful, 
analytical mind. They speak of 
the need for solitude of an 
essentially shy man. They find 
it pleasant to work for him. 
since he rarely if ever loses his 
temper and is almost always 
open 
to 
suggestions 
a n d 
criticism. This is the Nixon 
few of us see. 


THE OTHER Nixon is the 
tough gut fighter in this wind­ 
up of a campaign that for him 
comes as the climax of years 
of work and concentration. In 
his earlier campaigns, for the 
Senate in 1948 and as the 
hatchet man for G e n e r a l 
Eisenhower in 1952 and 1956. 
the weapon was communism. 
He used it with subtlety and 
skill. 
This time it is crime and law 
and order. 
He is attacking

Humphrey with 
the 
ruthlessness 
of

fighter of past years. He ac­ 
cuses 
Humphrey

en­ 
couraging crime and violence 
and supporting the courts that 
free confessed murderers and 
rapists. It sends the crowd, for 
the most part partisan and 
highly organized, turning out 
for him. 
You can almost see him rev­ 
ving himself up to the pitch of 
the other Nixon. If it is alien to 
the private Nixon, the Nixon of 


thoughtful solitude, the Quaker 
who speaks movingly of Hi is 
Quaker mother and how 
sold the pies she made to efrrn 
his first money, 
that is a 
secret beyond the amateurs. 
The disciplined surface rarely 
breaks as

ONE OF THE words banded

candidate's wake is insecurity. 
Nixon is plagued by insecurity. 
That is the verdict in the glib 
jargon of the analysts who 
dissect endlessly the public 
conduct of the candidate. 
He shows his insecurity, so 
the

w h e n 
hecklers try to drown him out. 
He tenses up. his voice rises, 
his smile is replaced by a 
stern, determined look. This is. 
of course, the critical point in 
a career that has had more 
ups and down than a roller 
coaster, 
and 
it 
would 
be 
surprising if he didn't feel a 
certain insecurity and tension. 
The relationship b e t w e e n 
Nixon and the working press - 
the gaggle of dissectors who in 
record numbers are following 
the seeming winner this time 
— has from his earliest cam ­ 
paigns been a source of con­ 
troversy. Letters from NixOn 
partisans bum with indignation 
— you’re unfair, you’re prej­ 
udiced. 
you’re a 
l i b e r a l , 
you’re

Communist. 
Why 
can’t you recognize a great 
man? 
As one traveling reporter has 
sampled it. the same condition 
prevails today. The working 
press finds it easy to dislike 
Nixon. They see not the private 
Nixon but the tough fighter 
who turns it up higher and 
higher as E-Day draws near 
Demagogue 
is 
one 
of 
the 
gentlest terms applied to the 
public Nixon in this climactic 
phase. 


THIS WOULD be singularly 
unimportant, 
since 
m o s t 
reporters try hard to keep 
their prejudices out of their 
work if it were not for one 
thing. To some degree the 
prejudice reflects opinion in 
the country. While the Nixon 
organization delivers with ex­ 
traordinary efficiency, Nixon 
the man has a limited appeal. 
Does he. in John Gardner’s 
phrase, have “communicable 
warmth” ? 
The answer may not be lav ' 
portant for the outcome of the 
election. Many voters wanting 
a change will vote for Nixon 
because they believe he can 
find a way out of the present 
sea of troubles. Hope rather 
than 
faith 
or 
any 
strohg 
personal attraction puts them 
in the Nixon comer. 
But Nixon knows that com­ 
municable warmth can be vital 
to the enormous task he faces 
if he becomes President.

bled the South Arabian Federa­ 
tion after British withdrawal 
last November. 
Wishing 
them

American. British and other 
western oil companies which 
fear the machinations not only 
of Egyptian President Gamal 
Abdel 
Nasser 
but 
of 
the 
Russians as well. 


BRITISH investment in the 
area is figured at some $280 
million. 
The American stake is even 
larger.

Qatar (pronounced “gutter” ) 
and Bahrain plus the trucial 
states— Sharjan. Adman. Ras 
al Khaimah. Umm A1 Quiwain, 
Fujairah.

All 
lie 
along 
the 
shallow, tepid waters of the 
of the Persian Gulf across from 
Iran. 


Altogether, their populations 
total about 400,000. 
The seven trucial states ob­

through a treaty with Britain 
in 1853 abolishing piracy and 
the slave trade. 


PROSPERITY of Bahrain, 


Qatar and Abu Dhabi, richest 
of the trucial states, rests upon 
oil. Abu Dhabi, with a popula­ 
tion of 25.000. has an annual oil 
income of close to $100 million, 
giving it the highest per capita 
income of all the gulf states. 
Dubai is the merchant state, 
center of trade among the 
trucial states as well as of gold- 
smuggling. 


Ajman is the smallest and 
poorest with a population of 
about 5,000 and for its health 
dependent upon touring doc­ 
tors.

sheikdoms which soon must 
fend for themselves. 


AS THE 6,000-MAN British 
force is withdrawn, Bahrain 
will inherit barracks and air 
force installations plus small 
naval facilities. Protecting the 
trucial states has been the 
small British-officered Trucial 
Oman Scouts, a force which 
now must be taken over. Qatar 
has a small internal military 
force of between 3,000 and 
4,000 men. 


Saudi Arabia feuds with Abu 
Dhabi and Muscat and Oman 
over the Buramai oasis. Iran 
lays claim to Bahrain which it 
ruled from 1602 to 1783. Saudi 
Arabia proclaims its “ Anfb 
character.” 


Drawn by necessity more 
than desire, the nine formed a 
loose federation last January 
Still to be settled are ques­ 
tions of defense, selection of a ‘ 
president and a headquarters* 
voting rights and other mat-' 
ters.

them anyway. The parking lot 
of the building was being pav­ 
ed while the council granted 
the sign permits. 
Such delays d i s c o u r a g e 
businesses from coming into 
the citv.

Time To Strengthen Wills 


Against New Threat Of Peace 


./WASHINGTON — Whenever 
we have a peace scare in the 
United States as we have been 
experiencing for the past few 
weeks, I search out my dear 
friend, Gen. Hurtus Dismay, 
formerly of the Air Force 
Bomber Command, who knows 
more about war than any liv­ 
ing authority. 
“ Is peace inevitable?” I ask­ 
ed General Dismay, who had 
just returned from a three-day 
■ trip to Vietnam. 
. ,“ Not 
necessarily. 
In 
the 
Atomic Age we must always 
live with the threat of peace, 
; but I think it can be avoided.” 
“But how?” 


“ F:"_5T BY NOT making 
any overtures to the enemy 
that might provoke them into 
thinking that we want peace, 
and second by ignoring any 
peace feelers from the other 
side, no m atter how promising 
they 
are. 
When 
p e a c e 
threatens, you must use all the 
military know-how you have to 
prevent it from becoming a 
reality.” 
“p ut how can you do this. 
generaT?” 
“Quite simple. If the enemy 
lets up on the fighting, vou an- 
' nounce they are losing the war 
and it is the best time to go in 
the clean them out once and 
for all. If the enemy continues 
fighting, you announce that the 
enemy has no intention of 
seeking peace and they must 
1 be beaten with every weapon 
at your disposal. TTie worst 
thing to show during a peace 
scare 
is 
any 
sign 
o f 
weakness.” 


“WHAT, IN YOUR opinion, 
is the best way to avoid all-out 
peace?” 
’/ / “ By stepping up the bomb­ 
ing. The more you bomb, the 
Jess chance you have of some- 
vone making a mistake that 
could lead to peace negotia- 
, tions. 
“ One of the problems you 
have to deal with when you 
fight a war is that ‘civilian- 
- nonidustrial complex,’ which 
seems 
intent 
on 
provoking 
peace for its own selfish gains. 
If we left it up to the complex, 
there wouTd be some kind of 
peace every 10 years.”

“ He can demand the con­ 
tinuation of the bombing, the 
invasion of North Vietnam, the 
pursuit of the enemy into Laos 
and Cambodia and de-escala­ 
tion of the war so we can win 
it once and for all.” 
“But will anybody listen?” I 
asked. 
“Maybe 
not 
at 
first. 
If 
enough 
people 
raise 
their 
voices against the peace, they 
will have to do something 
about it.” 
“But every time I raise my 
voice against peace in Viet­ 
nam, I’m called a hawk,” I 
cried. 
“This is a question of con­ 
science, 
and 
if 
you 
really 
believe in war as a way of set­ 
tling things, you have to expect 
to 
be 
ridiculed 
and 
called 
names. History is on your side. 
In the age of sophisticated 
weaponry 
and 
n u c l e a r 
hardware, peace can no longer 
be considered a feasible way of 
solving our problems.” 


“ YOU’VE GIVEN ME great 
strength, general,” I said. 
He put his hand on my 
shoulder. “Don’t despair. Even

Soviet Kindergarten Keeps Child 


12 Hours A Day Throughout Year 


By GAY PAULEY 


MOSCOW (UPI) - ‘ Do you 
notice? Always so much atten­ 
tion to the children.” 
It was one of the group of 
U.S. women with whom Fm 
traveling in P^ast Europe who 
made the comment during a 
visit to a kindergarten. 
Kindergarten in the USSR is a 
far cry, though, from kindergar­ 
ten in the USA. where the 
small set usually goes to school 
for half a day. The Soviet 
kindergartens 
t ake 
children 
from infancy on up to seven 
years, regular schooi enrollment 
age, and the children are fed, 
cared for and taught for 12 


hours each day. Some stay 
overnight, seeing their working 
parents only on weekends, or 
when parents are on vacation. 
For Russia’s kindergartens are 
run 12 months 


The kindergarten 1 visited one 
rainy morning was in a new 
edge of Moscow. It had 300 
I children, the youngest seven 
i months, the eldest seven years. 


They were divided into groups 
by age. so that two-year-olds 
were with two-year-olds, three- 
year-olds with three-year-olds, 
and so on. For each group there 
are two teachers and one nurse, 
the director of the school, Mrs. 
Maria Danilova, told me. And a 


doctor is part of the staff. 


When a child is brought to 
school by his parents at seven 
each morning, the nurses check 
him for sniffles or any other 
ailment 
before 
he joins his 
group. 


P'or this almost total care in a 
nation that boasts of a total 
employment 
few 
wives 
are 
stay-at-homes, the parents pay 
from five to 12 rubles a month, 
approximately $5 to $12 USA. 
and the state picks up the rest 
of the tab.

BERKELEY <UPI) - Two 
student leaders at 
the Uni­ 
versity of California began a 
fast yesterday, but that was 
about the only definite decision 
in the continuing turmoil on 
the Berkeley campus. 


A call tor a general strike 
brought mixed reactions — and 
plans for another mass meeting 
tonight in an effort to reach 
some 
decision 
on 
how 
to 
achieve action on a list of stu­ 
dent demands. 


The main issue on the 28.000- 
student campus is a controver­ 
sial course on racism featuring 
Black Panther leader Eldridge 
Cleaver. Nearly 200 persons, de­ 


manding that credit be given 
for the course, were arrested in 
two 
separate 
demonstrations 
last week. 
Student body president Charles 
Palmer. 
22. 
and 
Konstantin 
Berlandt, 22. editor of the cam­ 
pus daily newspaper, announced 
yesterday they were beginning 
a fast to “ re-establish commu­ 
nication'' with university ad­ 
ministrators. 
The strike plan was supported 
by about 80 per cent of about 
4,000 students at a noon rally 
yesterday. Some who opposed it 
organized 100 “ talk sessions” 
on campus to discuss the con­ 
tinuing controversy with the 
board of regents. 


Students Drop Antiteacher 


Plan; School Chief Angered 


SAX FRANCISCO i AP» - 
Polytechnic High School stu­ 
dents 
voted 
overwhelmingly 
yesterday to withdraw a demand 
that 20 of the school’s 103 teach­ 
ers be fired 
The 20 had signed a letter 
charging “pimping, prostitution 
and drugs” among the students, 
who last Friday demonstrated 
800 strong against the charges. 
The students also voted yester­ 
day to continue negotiations 
with the administration over 
other demands such as more 
black teachers and courses, ca­ 
feteria menus, and rehabilita­ 
tion of the auditorium. 
Meanwhile, city superintend­ 
ent of schools Robert I. Jenkins 
said any eruptions of violence 
would result in expulsion. 
He spoke yesterday in the 
wake of the Friday march. 
Saying a "small group” was 
to blame. Jenkins said: “ We 
cannot permit further disorders 
in San Francisco.” 
Students not attending classes 
will be judged truant and called 
for appropriate disciplinary ac­ 
tion, he said. 
Non-students who incite pupils 
and threaten teachers will be 
apprehended and turned over 
to police. 
Officers, he added, will be 
called in whenever necessary 


to deal 
with 
marchers and 
demonstrators. 
"One of the first reponsibili- 
ties of our schools is the de­ 
velopment of good citizenship.” 
Jenkins said. 
“ This includes 
learning the difference between 
anarchy and responsible free 
dom. 
“ Without the development of 
self discipline which in itself 
requires 
appropriate 
discipli­ 
nary action when necessary, our 
freedoms will become a mock­ 
ery.”

Brucker. who retired Irom his 
law practice last July, served as 
Army secretary under Defense 
Secretary Charles E 
Wilson 
during the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. 
It was Brucker who super­ 
vised National Guard interven­ 
tion in Little Rock. Ark., in 1957 
to help desegrate that city's 
schools, and it was he who af­ 
firmed U.S. intention to remain 
in Bei lin in 1958 in the face of 
demands by Soviet Premier Ni­ 
kita 
Khrushchev 
that U. S 
troops be withdrawn. 
As general counsel to the De­ 
fense Department Brucker ap­ 
peared at the Army-McCarthy 
hearings 
in 
1954 and 
often 
laughed when the late U.S. Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy, R-Wis., 
asked insinuating questions. 
"I'm sorry.” Brucker would 
say in mock apology to Mc­ 
Carthy, "but it seems funny to 
me.” 
A native of Saginaw, Mich., 
Brucker was the son of a lawyer 
who served as a Democratic 
congressman from 1897 to 1898. 
When he graduated from the 
University of Michigan Law 
School in 1916, Brucker joined 
the Michigan National Guard 
and fought in an expedition in 
Mexico against Pancho Villa.

Olympics Over, So Track Feud Begins Again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
the passing of the Olympics has 
gone the short peace that pre­ 
vailed in the track feud between 
the nation’s colleges and the 
A m ateur Athletic 
Union, 
and 
the w ar is on again. 


The 
U.S. 
T rack and 
Field 
Federation, an arm of the col­ 
leges, has plans to sponsor as 
m any as seven m ajor indoor 
m eets this winter in defiance of 
the AAU. 


Any college athlete running in 


an AAU meet is threatened with 
loss of the rest of his cam pus el­ 
igibility. starting this weekend. 
“ Our stand has become more 
solidified than it has ever been 
before,” said USTFF President 
E. Wayne Cooley. 


The colleges had declared a 
truce last April in their long 
war with the AAU so the feud 
would 
not 
interfere 
with the 
Olympic Games in Mexico City. 
The truce runs out Thursday. 


The AAU has been the tradi­ 


tional governing body of open 
track m eets in this country. But 
the colleges, which supply most 
of the athletes, argue that they 
have a responsibility to deter­ 
mine w hether proper conditions 
are m et for off-campus competi­ 
tion by their students. 


A two-year U.S. Senate effort 
to work out a com prom ise was 
spurned by the National Collegi­ 


ate Athletic Association and the 
USTFF last spring because the 
proposed settlem ent would have 


left the AAU in control.

NCAA 
has 
announced

Q—I have, in the past, made 
a good profit in stocks of vend­ 
ing companies. Where does 
this industry stand today—-that 
is, are there still possihilities 
for growth?—-F.B. 


A—Tlie group as a whole has 
moved up sharply to levels that 
discount earnings well into next 
year. However. Canteen Corp. 
and Macke Co. at 20 and 25 
times 
19(53 fiscal year’s esti­ 
mated earnings appear to have 
long-term potential. 


Several developments are tak­ 
ing place within the industry 
that could materially change its 
future. Topping the list are prob­ 
able price increases. 
While sales have risen from $2 
billion to $4.5 billion in the last 
decade, profits have failed to 
keep pace because individual 
companies have been hesitant 
about raising their prices. 


Increasing the cost of hot and 
cold beverages from the stan­ 
dard 10 cents to 15 cents would 
have a dramatic impact on reve­ 
nues since these two items ac­ 
count for close to one-third of 
all vending sales. 
Reluctance to m a k e t h e 
change stems partly from the in­ 
tense competition in the field 
and partly from the fact that 
much of the business is in loca­ 
tions where prices are subject to 
negotiated contracts. 
However, one of the major 
companies has stated that it will 
make the move. 
Providing other services to es­ 
tablished customers — services 
such as laundry, janitor, secur­ 
ity and gardening — is one of 
the major areas of chance being 
explored by the industry. 
Manual feeding has been an 
integral part of operations for 
several of the vending concerns 
—volume from this source pro­ 
vides 17 per cent of Canteen’s 
sales. More intensive saturation 
of this field is therefore a nat­ 
ural avenue of expansion. 


A n o t h e r possible area for 
growth is in hospital and nurs­ 
ing homes— Macke is well en­ 
trenched in this field.
